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Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 10/26/2006 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

Regarding claims 1, 13-15, applicant argues that numerically controlled oscillator 
210 in Kroeger cannot be combined with the receiver as disclosed by Stikvoort to render 
the claimed invention obvious, because Stikvoort's IF mixer 13 in Figure 1 receives a 
non-complex sine wave from local oscillator 3. On the other hand, Kroeger's baseband 
waveform signal entering complex multiplier 200 is a complex signal (col. 3, lines 30- 
32). 

The examiner, however, disagrees. First of all, Stikvoort does not disclose that 
the IF mixer 13 cannot operate with complex LO signals as in Kroeger. In addition, the 
test for obviousness is not whether the features of a secondary reference may be bodily 
incorporated into the structure of the primary reference; nor is it that the claimed 
invention must be expressly suggested in any one or all of the references. Rather, the 
test is what the combined teachings of the references would have suggested to those of 
ordinary skill in the art. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981). 

Applicant further argues that the local control circuit 270 in Kroeger does not read 
on a down conversion controller as claimed as interpreted by examiner (see page 3 of 
applicant's remarks). The examiner, however, does not read the local control circuit 
270 in Kroeger as the down conversion controller as claimed. The examiner instead 
relies on paragraph [0016] in Stikvoort to read on the down conversion controller as 
claimed (see page 3 of the Final Action mailed on 10/13/2006). In addition, 
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independent claim 15 does not recite a down conversion controller. In response to 
applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of applicant's 
invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., a down 
conversion controller) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are 
interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into 
the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

Regarding claims 2 and 16, applicant argues that Fulghum at column 4 lines 48- 
51 fails to disclose that the LO frequency control module alternately down-converts a 
channel frequency on a frame-by-frame basis as claimed. The examiner, however, 
disagrees. As stated at paragraph 4 of the Final Action mailed on 10/13/2006, Fulghum 
does disclose alternately down-converting a channel frequency on a frame-by-frame 
basis as claimed (see column 4 lines 30-52; figure 2 showing TDMA frames, figure 3A 
showing down-converting received signal at mixer 302). 

For the foregoing reasons, the examiner contends that the rejections to claims as 
set forth in the Final Action are proper.
